Responsibility Of Parents And Teachers To 

Work Together To Solve Problems Stressed 



Building of the child's char- 
acter as a principal objective of 
the school years, the develop- 
ment of a capacity to think criti- 
cally rather than the acquisition 
of knowledge, and the responsi- 
bility of parents to play a major 
role in the education of their 
children, were stressed by Dr. A. 
C. Lewis, principal of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto Schools, in an 
address before the Home * and 
School Association at the Stuart 
Scott school on Tuesday evening. 
Rev. Burton Hill presided. 

"The savage of all lands in the 
simplicity of their life had no 
school to contend with," said Dr. 
Lewis. "The whole culture and 
lore of the race was handed down 
from father Jo son and from 
chief to tribesman as a matter 
of course and of inevitable duty. 

"From time immemorial the 
Chinese have taught their chil- 



dren politeness and obedience, 
respect for their ancestors, the 
wisdom and culture of their race 
and numerous fine crafts through 
the medium of their daily living. 
The Spartans practised temper- 
ance and endurance, the Athen- 
ians instructed their youth in 
wisdom, courage, justice and the 
arts, sometimes in the home, 
sometimes in the gymnasium or 
praetorium which became the 
forerunners of the modern 

school. 

"In the days of our grandpar- 
ents the average child, if he 
were in a neighborhood which 
provided schooling, received in- 
struction in the three R's, with 
possibly a smattering of litera- 
ture, geography and history 
thrown in, if the teacher himself 

were sufficiently erudite in these 

cultural subjects, or frills, as

Summarized, the inspector's 
suggestions were: "1. The primary 
reading material is not quite 
adequate. 

"2. The double desks in the 
grade 1 classroom of the Alex- 
ander Muir school are a distinct 
handicap to teacher and pupils. 
They encourage talking and 
copying. In a modern graded 
school such desks are incongru- 
ous. More modem chair desks or 
tables and chairs would cncble 
teacher and pupils to work more 
happily and successfully. 

"3. Twelve or fifteen kinder- 
garten chairs for each primary 
classroom (one in each of the 
three schools) would enable the 
teacher to instruct her pupils in 
groups, and to maintain a closer, 
more individual contact, which Is 
so necessary in primary work. 

"4. In grades 1. 2 and 3 more 
handwork materials would im- 
prove the course in art. 

"5. Mrs. Scldon is including 
music appreciation in her courses 
for the senior classes. She has 
provided an electric phonograph 
at her own expense, but finds 
the lack of proper outlets a 
handicap. As this is an import- 
ant part of the course in music, 
it would be true economy to

Toxoid Shows Value 
In Present Epidemic 

"The following instance is 
pretty good proof of the 
value of toxoidi ng as a pre- 
ventative in scarlet fever,"

stated this week. 

"Three of a family of five 
small children in town were 
immunized at the school 
clinic during last summer 
against scarlet fever. One 
child in a hospital in Toronto 
and one pro-school child 
were not done. At the pres- 
ent time the two children 
who were not toxolded are 
down with scarlet fever, 
while the three who were 
toxolded have remained free 
of the disease, though they 
have all been running to- 
gether in the same house. 

"The Public Health Act 
soys that whenever any 
householder knows or hos 
reason to suspect that any 
person within his family or 
household, or boarding or 
lodging with him has any 
communicable disease, he 
shall, within 12 hours, give 
notice thereof to the secre- 
tory of tho local board of 
health or to the medical 
officer of health."

Abbs, who celebrates his 83rd 

birthday todoy. Mr. Abbs reads 

an average of three library books 
a week and particularly enjoys 
wild west stories and tales of 
travel, as he himself spent about 
30 years of his life roaming from 
place to place in Canada and the 
United Stotes. 

Mr. Abbs was born and 
brought up in Keswick and was 
the son of Rachel Wilkin Traviss 
and William Abbs. His mother, 
who was Mrs. Traviss before her 
marriuge to William Abbs, was a 
Bogarltown girl. 

He attended high school at 
Newmarket for two years and 
then went to the Model school, 
where tho Alexander Muir school 
now stands, for a term. He re- 
called playing football ot tho 
high school in tho good old party 
doys, Tho two opposing teams 
were always "Grits" and "Tories" 
In those days. 

Mr. Abbs married Matilda Fen- 
ton of East Gwillimbury. She 
died many years ago, and after 
her death Mr. Abbs led an Inter- 
esting wandering life for a good 
many yeors. He spent five years 
in the United States. He spent 
six winters In the lumber camps 
of northern Ontario doing cleri- 
cal work. For the post 20 yeors 
ho has lived In Newmarket. He 
worked at tho Office Sp^ciolly 
Co. for 10 years. 

Mr. Abbs started his coming 



career as a school teacher find 
taught school In East Gwlllim- 
bury near Ravenshoe. 

"They are teaching a lot of 
things now that won't be very 
useful to tho majority of people 
when they got out earning a liv- 
ing," he told The Era. 

Ho still maintains a keen Inter- 
est in his birthplace, Keswick, 
and visits it every summer. 

"It has changed a lot since I 
lived there/' he said. "I remem- 
ber it when there wos on old 
tavern, a post office, a store and 
a few houses, and the village was 
covered with stoke fences. In 
weather like this, when there 
would bo a thaw and then a 
freeze-up, the Ice on the lake 
would be smooth and we would 
skate to Holland Landing or up 
as far as Jackson's Point or 
Lefroy. In tho summer we did 
a lot of fishing. Fish were plen- 
tiful and It was easy to catch a 
lunge by trolling. 

"I remember on old cobbler's 
shop. The cobbler wos called 
Billy Yeo. His cobbling was 
done in his front room, and in 
tho bock room, whore he lived, 
he kept chickens and pigs." 

Mr. Abbs, who Is active and In 
good health, walk* two or three 
miles a day in good weather. 

"My eyesight and hearing ero 
as good today as they ever 
were," ho said. 

Ho has one son, William Abbs, 
of Ravenshoe, five married 
grondchildren living in Toronto, 
and five greatgrandchildren.

Newmarket Woman 
Loses Life, Toronto 

Man Also Killed 

Tragedy Takes Place At Queensvitle Before 
' Eyes Of Constable, Two Children Unscathed 



Forty-one years old, Mrs. 

Charles Knowles of Newmarket 

died in York county hospital 

early last evening an hour after 

an automobile accident at 
Qucensville. 

Formerly Nellie Waters of 
Toronto, Mrs. Knowles was mar- 
ried 11 years ago. She was born 
in Scotland. 

Mrs. Knowles leaves her hus- 
band and two children, Marlene, 
nine years old, and Robert, a 
year and a half. 

Well-known in Newmarket, 
and a woman who had made 
many friends, Mrs. Knowles 
attended the Congregational- 
Christian church and was a mem- 
ber of the Good Cheer class. 

Mr. and Mrs. Knowles and 
their two children were out for 
a drive with R. J. lllbbs, Toronto 
business man, who also died as 
a result of the accident. Mr. 

Hibbs had purchased a new 1942 
car and had taken the Knowles 
family, and a friend of tho 
Knowles family, Miss Shirley 
Haines, Toronto, for a drive. The 
Knowles family were in the back 
scat and Miss Haines was in the 
front seat with the driver. 

They were returning home and 
according to an eye-witness. 
County Constable Ronald Watt, 



the car was going south through 
Queensvitle at a fast rate of 
speed. The driver turned out to 
avoid a car turning into a drive- 
way and went too far across to 
the other side, where the car 
went out of control on some ice. 

There was a two-foot strip of 
Ice on both sides of the road, 
Constable Watt stated. Con- 
stable Watt, who was looking out 
of the window of Strasler's fun- 
eral chapel, saw the car strike a 
culvert and then a Hydro pole. 
He hurried to the scene of the 
accident and found everybody 
out of the car, the injured appar- 
ently thrown out. Mrs. Knowles 
and Mr. Hibbs were lying at the 
side of the road and Mr. 
Knowles, who was badly bruised, 
was sitting nearby in a dazed 
condition. Miss Haines suffered 
shock. The two children were 
unscathed. 

Dr. L. W. Dales, Newmarket, 

who was at Straslcr's, took the 
injured to York county hospital. 
The accident occurred at 5.20 
p.m. Mrs. Knowles died an hour 
later, and Mr. Hibbs died two 
hours later. 

Constable Joseph Jardine took 
over the case. He said that the 
car was not badly damaged in 
view of the seriousness of the 
accident,

The C.C.F. may give the Rt. Hon. Arthur 
Meighen a close run in South York, but we do 
not expect the C.C.F. to win. From this distance 
it docs not seem to us that the C.C.F. has con- 
ducted a brainy campaign. We suspected a lack 
of political astuteness when we read that the 
C.C.F. had urged against Mr. Meighen that he 
was a member of the government which provided 
Canadian troops with Ross rifles during the early 
part of the Great War. The Ross rifle-Lee 
Enfield argument was settled long ago, and should 
not be revived as part of a 1942 election cam- 
paign. A young western lawyer who was a mem- 
ber of the government of that day did not design , 

or manufacture or specify the Ross rifle, nor did 
the C.C.F, candidate in South York today design 

the superior Leo Enfield rifle. 

Then the C.C.F. has not been true to its own 
tenets in the matter of conscription of men for 
overseas service. The C.C.F., it seems, has been 
trying to shout conscription of manpower (and of 
course wealth too) more loudly than Mr. Meighen 
could shout it. The C.C.F. had an excellent 
opportunity to give the public a worthwhile dis- 
cussion of the pros and cons of military conscrip- 
tion, and could have perhaps saved Canada the 
expense of a plebiscite by giving the South York 
electors a chance to pass an opinion on this im- 
portant subject Had the C.C.F. in South York 
remained true to itself it would have urged a 
heavier industrial and financial contribution to 
the war effort and questioned the desirability of 
overseas compulsory service at the present time. 

Hie C.C.F. could have used the letter to the 
Globe and Mail from Co!. O. M. Biggar— "too 

trenchant for that newspaper, which refused it 
publication/' says the Winnipeg Free Press. The 
Free Press says that Col. Digger's letter "revealed 
both the weakness and the danger of the drive 
for conscription in the form which it has taken 
and the immediate ends it seeks to serve. Col. 
Biggar showed most conclusively that the ques- 
tion of compulsion for overseas service covered 
only a small and, at this moment, relatively 
unimportant part of the whole problem of maxi- 
mum contribution." Col. Biggar is chairman of 
the Canadian section of the Joint Defence Board, 
and one of Canada's best known barristers. 

-The C.C.F,, it seems to us, could have made a 
contribution to the war effort by showing how 
much more Canada could do industrially, even 
though she is doing much now. And incidentally, 
the more efficient Canada becomes in war-time, 
the more Canada produces, the more Canada's 
human and material resources are used in an all- 
out effort, the easier it will be for the C.C.F. in 
peace-time to argue for o similar all-out organ* 
ization of the nation, if not motivated by lite 
search for profits then by the search for a happier 
life. 

If the C.C.F. had proceeded along the increased 
industrial production lines, and had defended the 
voluntary enlistment system, it could have had 
not only socialist support but also quiet Liberal 
support, for Liberals, much ay they may pretend 
otherwise, arc not anxious to have Mr. Meighen 
in parliament, and they undoubtedly would have 
favored the candidate who sought to show that 
the voluntary system of enlistment had not failed. 

If the C.C.F, should win now it will merely 
have demonstrated that people don't like Mr. 
Meighen's outlook on life. The C.C.F. could have 
done what the Liberal party apparently didn't dare 
to do— put the question of compulsory military 
service for overseas fairly and squarely before 
the South York jury, . 

U, on the other hand, the C.C.F. should lose in 
South York, either because it didn't have a 
chance anyway or because of what we consider 
strategical blunders, the C.C.F. still thrives in 
British Columbia and Saskatchewan and perhaps 
will spread down this way as the years go by.

When the public meeting was announced for 
the library hall on Monday night, some comment 
was heard to the effect that it was just a political 
move, directed at Liberal members of parliament 
and intended to embarrass the -government. 

There was nothing in the meeting to support such [cheerfully. "Perhaps spring will 
a charge.

The announced object of the meeting was to let 
our federal representative know the attitude of 
those attending upon one. of the most important 
questions before the people of Canada. It was a 
thoroughly democratic proceeding and was con- 
sidered necessary because the great majority of 
members of parliament had made no public 
announcement of where they stood on the ques- 
tion or as to what representation had been made 
to the government on the attitude of their con- 
stituencies.

In support of the government's position, Mr.

"Wounds and their Treatment" 
was the subject of a war emergen- 
cies lecture by Dr. G. K. Case in 
the course sponsored by the New- 
market Home and School Associa- 
tion, In the town hall on Tuesday 
evening. Mrs. Wesley Brooks pre- 
sided. 

Dr. Case said that often the treat- 
ment of Injuries was necessarily in 
unprofessional hands, possibly be- 
cause no telephone or doctor Is 
available. Heutlng was sometimes 

prevented through the presence of 
dirt, or because of dead crushed 
tissue*, and lack of circulation, or 
through use of top strong antisep- 
tics, he said. 

Dr. Case suggested that the per- 
son attending a wound should (1) 
stop excessive hemorrhage, <2) 
cleanse, (3> dress and make the 
wound comfortable. 

The need of knowledge to detect 
early signs and symptoms of sick- 
ness, and so to be able to co-oper- 
ate with the doctor tn preventing 
serious illness and the spread of 
contagious disease, was stressed by 
Mrs. R. J. Rogers, R.N., In a re- 
view of the work covered In the 
com «s. 

The cause of shock Is any mental 
or physical Injury such as exposure, 
fatigue, fear, worry, loss of blood, 
fractures, anaesthetics or pain, she 
said. It Is recognized by a cold, 
pale patient, perspiration on the 
lips and forehead, weak pulse, low 
blood pressure and mental npathv. 

Treatment by first alder should 
be to give -warmth, fluids and com- 
fort and to avoid unnecessary move, 
ment of Injured person, Mrs. Rogers 

said, 

The first consideration In the 
care of wounds Is to keep infection 
out, Mrs. Rogers staled. Cover the 
wound and leave It covered. If 
sterile dressing Is not available, 
linen that has been recently washed 
and Ironed can be used. Ono should 
he careful not to touch the part of 
the linen that is to bo placed over 
the wound. The Inside of an en- 
velope Is considered clean for an 
emergency first-aid dressing. 

Patients suffering from large 
wounds must be treated for shock 
as well os fhst-nld treatment' of 
wounds. Remove uny glass, shrap- 
nel or clothing only If on surface 
of wound. Do not pull It from the 
wound for fear of doing further 
damage such as starting a hemorr- 
hage. 

In case of a ..-morrhage, Mrs. 
Rogers said, tlrst. apply direct 
finger pressure, second, firm pres- 
sure with bandage, third, tourni- 
quet properly applied, fourth, anti- 
septic solution. Infected wounds 
where germs hnvo already gained 
entry must have special care, Mrs. 
Rogers sold.

As a prudent precaution, the quantity of sugar which may lawfully be consumed 
jf\ in any household is now restricted by law to an amount of three-quarters of

one pound per .person per week, and it is now unlawful to purchase more than two 
weeks' supply at any one time or to make any purchase if present supplies are 
sufficient for more than two weeks. 

- 
This step has been taken to conserve the satisfactory reserve stock of sugar in 

Canada and is an assurance to the consumer that there is no reason for heavy 
buying of uKgar. 

Ration coupons will not bis u»e<l to enforce the sugar limitations in Canada. The 
supply of sugar in our country has been under control for more than two and a 
half years and the homekceper has always been able to satisfy her needs; she will 
continue to be able to do so and the price ceiling law protevte her a^ainit any 
increase io price* 

The BiMtnleiuinctt of the new regulation governing the purchase of uttgar 
reals, aa the succew of all lawa in a riemoeratie country inuM rest, upon the 
loyal support of the people. Any connumption of mgw in cxccm of the quantity 
stipulated by this regulation is not only an offence agaiust lite law, but i» al*o 
a betrayal of the war effort anil consequently an offence against decency. 

Reports received from retailers indicate that in some districts then\ has been 
.misunderstanding of the requirements of the law. In some cases, people aVcuuuler 
the impression that they should at once lay in a sufficient supply for two weeks; tJ\is 
of course is nor necessary because a continued supply of sugar is assured. In othek t 
cases it has been assumed that a greatly restricted ration is to be made effective in the 
near future. This is incorrect because The Wartime Prices anil Trade Board has 
already stated that the sugar supply situation is such that requirements of the 
consumer at the rate of three-quarters of a pound per week can readily be supplied. 

As a means of protecting consumers fr^m unknowingly breaking the law, it is 
suggested to retailers that, for the present* they limit sales to any one customer to 
an amount of not more than five pounds.

"The wide range of subjects 
and different methods of approv- 
al are designed to meet the 
varying emotional needs of the 
child as well as to develop 
skills, altitudes and appreciation.? 
which will enrich his life. While 
relieving the monotony of class- 
room work they tend to iiuvcasO 
his powers of enjoyment m I hat 
his later days may be ?';e fuller 
and happier. 

"The many activities which 

are organized within the school 
community all play their pari i" 
giving each child encouragement, 
in finding his latent talents and 
then the means and opportunity 
to develop these, so that when he 
takes his place in the lavger 
community he may be able to 
make his fullest contribution. 
In a word the child is giver, an 
opportunity for citizen-appren- 
ticeship. 

•"Hie new aim in education 
carries with it the inescapable 
implication of a guiding partner- 
ship in (ids developmental pro- 
cess, and the chief partner of 
course must be the home, for n 
great deal of the child's thinking 
and planning is done outside the 
school. So in this all-round 
development of the child tho 
school nnd home are joined to- 
gether as inter-dependently ns 

Siamese twins. 

"Some teachers do not alto- 
gether appreciate this feature, 
ami some parents, I am rorry to 
say, definitely ignore their I 
responsibility, but the interests 
of the child demand the active 
support of both home and school. 
Neither can do a successful .Job 
alone, The necessity definitely 
arises today for parents and 
teachers to gel together as never 
before to discuss three general 
themes: <l> the meaning and 
purpose of education; (2) the 
nature and needs of children; 
(3) the methods and techniques 
lo bo used. There con ha no real 
satisfaction until we achieve a 
certain unity of purpose In this 
Important tank. 

"There exist so many differ- 
ent Ideas as to what education Is 
and what its goal. To one It 
may mean high examination 
marks and to another wholesome 

growth along intellectual, social, 
physical and emotional linos. 
What kind of boys and girls do 
they hope to graduate from the 
school? It may be important to 
have a good knowledge of class- 
ics, mathematics or science, but It 
is perhaps equally as important 
lo be a good loser, or a good 
winner, to jilny fair, to co-ojier- 
alc with others and perhaps 
above nil to respect one's own 
self nnd to make friends. 

"Parents can give the teacher 
a deal of Information about the 

child which will be of Inestim- 
able value In understanding his 
difficulties and guiding his 
growth and development. Tho 
teacher nhoutd have a knowledge 
of tho child's physical condition. 



ness, bad temper, bullying, self- 
consciousness. With forces joined 
there is an infinitely better 
chance of the child's overcoming 
these crippling traits than there 
would be if teacher and parent 
were working single-handed or 
at cross purposes tlae to lack of 
understanding. The teacher can 
provide much information about 
the child's intelligence, scholar- 
ship, industry and ability to 
work and play with others. 

"The nature and needs of chil- 
dren vary greatly and it b 
important to realize that each 
child, whatever his innate or 
acquired abilities, is just as 
important as any other. The 
great German pit 1 1 OS o p h e r, 
Immanuel Kant said that every 
man should count as a man and 
no man as more than one. (How 
far has Hitler departed from this 
noble principle!) It becomes 
necessary then fdr both parent 
and teacher to « know fully what 
each child* brings with him to 
his task. 

"Tile methods and techniques 
of training also have undergone 
great changes during tho pasl 
few years so that we who were 
educated in the old school nv.rvt 
bring ourselves and our thinking 
up-to-date in a knowledge* of 
these new features. Unless the 
parents understand what the 
school is trying lo do with its 
introduction of enterprises, pro- 
jects and new methods of disci- 
pline there is bound to be much 
wasted effort. 

"Naturally it is to be expected 
that the child acquire knowledge. 
but the kind of knowledge nnd 
the approach to it have been 
gradually undergoing a change. 

It is designed to meet the needs 
of today and of the future insofar 
| as that is possible, more ade- 
quately than in tile past. The 
parents should expect the school 
program to point out to the child 
the benefit of rendering service 
to others rather than the Imoort* 
once of satisfying his own many 
demands and should insist In 
driving this 'sson home. 

"It must be obvious to all thot 
the new trends in education can- 
not lie nearly so fully realized In 
the larger schools with overly 
largo classes, and parents every- 
where should see to it that con- 
ditions in tiie school are such as 
lo promote the many-sided devel- 
opment of the child, 

"As parents we all covet a 
hotter chance and a better life 
for our children than has been 
our lot, but we must Interpret 
the true meaning of the better 
opportunity, Success to many 
means that social prestige and 
wealth are the predominating, 
factors, but until we rim fully 
realize our responsibilities to* 
wants others we have largely 
failed In our educational proecas. 

"The precious freedom which 
wo enjoy has been purchased nt 

great cost. Tho price of this 

liberty Is ceaseless, vigilance In 
the future, not against the rise 
of leadership hut against the 
widespread decay of social re- 
sponsibility on the part of those 
who follow. Wo must no longer 

permit dire poverty In a hind of 
plenty. 

•HI. Hon. Stanley Baldwin 
made tho following statement 
with which I would sum up and 
end my remarks: 'Hie brother- 
hood of man today Is often 
denied and derided nnd called 
foolishness; but it Is In fact ono 

of the foolish things of tho 
world which God has chosen to 
confound tho wise, nnd tho world 
is confounded by It doily.

cleaning, or renovating; repairing of any kind; the supplying of meals, refreshments or beverages;

You must retain your Licence Identification Card as 
It will remain in effect, unless suspended or conceded, 
as long as the Maximum Prices Regulations continue. 
If you are already licensed, a Licence Identification 
Card, valid for the duration of these Regulations, will 
be automatically mailed to you before March 31, 
1942.
